The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
considered the IDS filed 01/16/09; the references presented are merely cumulative and do not 
render the claimed subject matter obvious. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a light emitting 
device wherein the wherein the energy difference between a highest occupied molecular orbit 
and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit of the blocking material is larger than the energy 
difference between a highest occupied molecular orbit and a lowest unoccupied molecular orbit 
of the hole transporting material and the electron transporting material.
